database, 

extracts the data from the database, and 

makes the data available to the group on the 
communications platform. 

13. (New) The method as claimed in claim 2, wherein the 
collaboration system, using the parameters assigned to the 
event, establishes a content or time framework for the 
collaboration and communicates this to the group. 

14. (New) The method as claimed in claim 3, wherein the 
collaboration system, using the parameters assigned to the 
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event, establishes a content or time framework for the 
collaboration and communicates this to the group. 

15. (New) The method as claimed in claim 2, wherein the 
event is a prompt for collaboration which is defined within 
the framework of the study. 

16. (New) The method as claimed in claim 2, wherein the 
event is an unforeseeable event arising during the study. 

17. (New) A collaboration system for a clinical study, in 
which an occurrence of an event during the study elicits 
collaboration between responsible study personnel, the 
collaboration system comprising: 

means for receiving the event; 

means for identifying, on the basis of parameters 
assigned to the event, a group of responsible study personnel 
needed for the collaboration; 

means for providing a communications platform for the 
group to undertake the collaboration; and 

means for checking the collaboration on the basis of 
verification criteria .
